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AISTORY OF DUBOIS 


FIRST PUBLIC SCHOOL, The first public school conducted in Wake Forest was in a 
church structure located on the Olive Branch Church ground. Later, land on the south- 
east corner of Juniper and Taylor Streets was given by the late Simmons family to the 
Negroes for educational purposes. 


A frame structure was placed on the land and later was replaced with a Rosenwald 
School building under the administration of Dr. H. C. Mabry of Raleigh, N.C., and 
Mr. Newbold, Superintendent of Public Instruction, also an official of the Rosenwald 
Fund, The Superintendent appointed a School Committee composed of Mr. Joseph 
Massenburg, the late Messrs. Stephen Taylor, Willis Johnson, and Caleb Winston. 


Under the direction of this School Committee, the citizens raised $1100. An amount 
of $1800 from the Rosenwald Fund was added to this sum. Thus, the Rosenwald Public 
School building was constructed affording rooms for Grades 1 through 7. 


During this period another frame structure in the same vicinity was repaired, furnished 
by the women of the community, and used to teach cooking and sewing to upper grade 
classes. 


SCHOOL AT PRESENT SITE. The school moved to its present site in 1928. The pro- 
perty was purchased by the community -- approximately two acres. Other property 

was purchased by the county. The first building on the present campus (pictured above) 
contained eight rooms and an auditorium seating 366. Grades one through seven were 
taught. The first principal in this location was Mr. W. M. McElrath. The expansion 

of this elementary building was begun during Mr. McElrath's administration. Mr. L. V. 
Jones of Kittrell College was the next principal. He served the school and community 
for two years. He was succeeded by the late Mr. L. R. Best. 


CONSOLIDATION PROGRAM. Under the administration of the late Mr. L. R. Best, 
the school began its consolidation program. Beginning in 1937 and continuing through 
1941 the following schools were consolidated: Rolesville, Wyatt near Forestville, 
Genesis Branch west of Wake Forest, Macedonia and St. Mary's near Rolesville, Ray 
School on the Durham Highway -- all became part of the present system. 


These consolidations brought about other changes. In 1939 the present high school 
building was constructed. It was then that the school was named DuBois. Here grades 
8-11 were taught until 1947 when the first 12th year class was added. In 1946 DuBois 
was approved by the Southern Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools. In 1942 
the school gave attention to the training of boys in agriculture. This gave birth to a 
new building. In 1952 the junior building, with rooms for four teachers and the Home 
Economics department was completed. During this same year the old auditorium was 
remodeled and a kitchen put on to form the present cafeteria. Also in 1952 the new 
gymtorium was completed. Mr. Best died in July, 1954, ending 19 years as principal. 


Mr. J. A. Tillman succeeded Mr. Best. It was under his administration that the school 
began to play football. The present school band was organized and an activity bus was 
purchased. During Mr. Tillman's leadership, a primary building was constructed con- 
taining rooms for seven classes, a lounge, and a health room, Mr. Tillman died in 
November, 1959, during the Thanksgiving holidays. This was an untimely event in 
the midst of the school year and in the midst of the Self-Evaluative Study being made 
by elementary teachers in preparation for the county-wide accreditation program 
scheduled for 1960-61, 


Mr. T. J. Culler, the former agriculture teacher, was appointed principal following 
Mr. Tillman's death. One of his first efforts was the completion of the program of 
Self-Evaluation of Elementary Grades and the successful accreditation of the elemen- 
tary school by the Southern Association of Secondary Schools and Colleges. The ever 
increasing enrollment (1,013 in 1962-63) makes it possible to have a larger and more 
specialized faculty. Of the thirty-eight teachers, one is a guidance counselor, another 
teaches special education, two full-time librarians, music and band teachers, and 
specialized subject matter teachers in the junior high school. 


Under Mr, Culler's administration the school plant has had extensive interior improve- 
ment; the athletic field and gymtorium have been equipped with bleacher seats; a 
total project of landscaping and beautification of the grounds was realized. 


PARENT-TEACHER ASSOCIATION. The P. T.A. was organized in 1927. First Presi- 
dent was Mr. T. E. Woods. Other presidents were Mr. W. M. Thomas, Mr. O. V. 
Carpenter, Mr. L. L. Tuck, Mrs. Lillie Hodge, Mr. E. Bb. Thompson, Mr. Otha 
Dunn, Mr; Oscar Alston, Mr. Lb: M. Wray, Mrs. D. A. Best, Mr. Earlie Parker, 
Mrs. Margaret Harris, Mrs. Vivian Belle, Mr. Oscar Smith, Mrs. Evelyn Jones, Mrs. 
Margaret Crenshaw; and the present president, Mrs. Vivian Robertson. 


The first two major acts of the P. T. A. when the school moved to its present site were: 
(1) purchase of Franklin Avenue from Mrs. Peggie Crenshaw for $80. It was named 
McElrath Drive in 1929; (2) Organizing of high school in 1932. The first high school 
teacher was Mr. Frank W. Lewis of Townsville (Vance Co.), a graduate of St. 
Augustine's College. Mr. Lewis taught the 8th grade. His first two months! salary was 
paid by the P. T. A., which was reimbursed when the county paid him for the back 
months. The next year Miss Corice Eaton of Henderson was added to the high school 
faculty. The P, T. A. bought materials and equipment including nearly $266 worth of 
new library books. 


The best measure of a school's worth is reflected in the success or failure of its 
graduates. They can speak for themselves. 







In 1936, Mr. Best came to DuBois and began work- 
ing for physical and intellectual improvement. 
During his nineteen years, there were four buildings 
added to the original single unit: Vocational Agri- 
culture classroom and shop, junior building, home 
economics cottage, high school building and gym- 
torium. The old auditorium was converted to the 
present cafeteria and a kitchen was added. 


A true measure of the extraordinary qualities of this 
man cannot be determined by his materialistic 
accomplishments. He often said that an education 
should make a "difference" in the outward mani- 
festations of refinement, the earmark of a lady and 
a gentleman. The high school was approved by the 
Southern Association of Colleges and Secondary 
Schools during his service. 


Mr. Best, a native of Barbadoes, British West Indies, 
came to America in 1913 to further his education. 
He received the A.B. degree from Virginia Union 
and the M.A. degree from Columbia University. 





JACOB A. TILLMAN 


Fifty Years

Mr. Jacob A, Tillman, principal of DuBois from 
September, 1954, to November, 1959, was a 
native of South Carolina. He received his under- 
graduate degree from Johnson C, Smith Univer- 
sity and his graduate degree from the University 
of Pennsylvania. 


After graduating from Smith, Mr. Tillman 
came to Wake Forest to teach mathematics and 
science in the high school until 1938 when he 
accepted teaching and principal positions in 
Snow Hill, Tryon, and Morganton, N.C., 
respectively. 


During his administration, there was a steady 
increase in enrollment with a resultant increase 
in staff -- from 25 to 29. A band was organized, 
equipped with instruments, and outfitted with 
uniforms. A new primary building was con- 
structed. Also, a football team, the first among 
Negro county schools, was organized.

He was a teacher of Vocational Agriculture at Pinckney 
High School in Carthage, N.C., for five years and a teacher at 
DuBois for seventeen years. He has been principal since 1960. Under 
his guidance and supervision there have been constant improvements 
in enrollment, staff, attendance, academic and physical training, 
and additions to the general school plant and grounds.

The class of 1964 pauses at the threshold of commencement to recapitulate the events, 
memories, and influences that have brought us to this day.
